NoTEs OF GENERAL INTEREST 


‘‘A plant cancer’’ is what the destructive plant disease known as 
crown gall is called in Plant Industry Bureau Bulletin 255, issued June 
29,1912. The full title is The structure and development of crown gall: 
a plant cancer. The bulletin is made up mainly of 109 photographic 
plates, there being only sufficient text to explain the plates. It is the 
result of many months of critical study and experimentation, and its 
demonstration of the existence of a certain parasitic organism within the 
cells of the crown gall is declared by Dr. Galloway in his letter of trans- 
mittal to be ‘‘a discovery of the first magnitude in pathology.’’ Dr. Er- 
win F. Smith, the senior author, closes’ his résumé of the bulletin with 
these words: ‘‘ Nothing in this bulletin should be construed as indicating 
that we think the organism causing crown galls is able also to cause 
human cancer, but only that we believe the latter due to a cell parasite 
of some sort, and offer the preceding pages in support of this conten- 
tion.’’ Sold by the Superintendent of Documents for 50 cents. 

Chemistry Bureau Bulletin 151 is to an extent a new departure in the 
preparation of food and diet publications by the Agriculture Department 
in that it relates to operations in factories rather than in the household. 
Its title is The canning of foods, a description of the methods followed in 
commercial canning. This has come to be an enormous industry, touch- 
ing at one end the farmers and gardeners and fishermen and live-stock 
breeders who supply the raw material to the canneries and at the other 
end the people who buy and eat the products, this latter class including 
all of the first-named classes and virtually everybody else. There should 
be many readers of Bulletin 151, for people generally like to learn some- 
thing about the way their food is manipulated. The report is generally 
favorable to the canneries, a high standard of cleanliness and soundness 
of materials being usually maintained, though there are of course dif- 
ferent grades of goods turned out. 10 cents. 

The Interior Department continues to issue illustrated pamphlets in its 
series descr.ptive of the national parks. A June issue is Some lakes of 
Glacier National Park, by Morton J. Elrod of the University of Montana, 
who for several years has spent his vacations in the park. The numerous 
views given show the scenery to be on a stupendous scale. Sold by the 
Superintendent of Documents at 10 cents. 

Tuberculosis, a plain statement of facts regarding the disease, prepared 
especially for farmers and others interested in live stock, by the interna- 
tional commission of the American Veterinary Medical Association on 
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the control of bovine tuberculosis; is the title of Farmers’ bulletin 473 
published by the Agriculture Department and sold by the Superintend- 
ent of Documents at 5 cents. 

The elements of a lottery. In the pamphlet thus entitled the Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Post-Office Department examines the elements 
of various gift and premium enterprises which use the mails for spreading 
their advertising announcements, and defines what features of their plan- 
ning may bring them under the ban of the law which denies the use of 
the mails to lotteries. 5 cents. 

Labor Bureau Bulletin 100, for May, 1912, is the smallest number ever 
issued in this series, its price being only 5 cents. But it carries impor- 
tant matter, the chief feature being a list of industrial poisons—that is, 
the various substances encountered in industrial processes which are 
injurious to the health of the workers. This is an important matter which 
has received but little attention in this country. Even the list under 
consideration is a translation from the German by Dr. W. H. Rand of the 
Labor Bureau. It is a comprehensive list, not only naming the poisons, 
but giving information as to how they invade the body and descriptions 
of the early symptoms by which warning may be taken before it is too 
late. 

Vol. 22, Interstate Commerce Commission reports, is on sale. Bound 
in buckram, price $1.50. 

New circulars from the Interior Department give general information 
for the season of 1912 regarding the Mesa Verde, Yellowstone, and Yo- 
semite national parks. Mesa Verde is the park in which are found the 
most remarkable homes of that vanished race, the cliff-dwellers. An 
enterprising woman has set up in the midst of the ruins a wayside inn, 
where tents and cots are substituted for skyscrapers and out-of-door 
American cooking for French fal-lals. Or tourists may set up their own 
camps. The three circulars tell how and where and how much for every- 
thing the reasonable tourist can possibly desire. Evidently a visit to 
either one of these great scenic parks will be considerable of a picnic, with 
the exception that it will have an intelligible motive, which can not be 
said of many picnics. Each circular sold for 5 cents. 

By Senate resolution 237, 6lst Congress, 2d session, the Commissioner 
of Labor was directed to make a report on the conditions of employment 
in the iron and steel industry in the United States. This report is now 
appearing as Senate document 110, 62d Congress, Ist session. Vol. 1 has 
for subtitle Wages and hours of labor. 

The Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service has issued under date 
of May, 1912, a new catalogue of its publications, which are becoming 
numerous as well as important. They report the results of many original 
investigations into the causes and treatment of disease. 

Farmers’ bulletin 501, Cotton improvement under weevil conditions, 
shows the planters of the cotton-growing States how they may improve 
their crop despite the ravages of the Mexican cotton-boll weevil. The 
Agriculture Department thus points the way. If the farmers fail to follow, 
theirs is the loss. 
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Plant Industry ‘Bureau Circular 95 deals in similar fashion with the 
seed-corn situation. It seems there is this year a shortage of good seed- 
corn, threatening a crop reduction which in the aggregate may total many 
million bushels. The circular tells the corngrowers of simple and easy 
means by which they may ensure a sufficient supply of sound seed corn 
for every season. The wise farmers will take the good advice. The 
foolish farmers will follow the old ways. As corn, not cotton, is now king, 
this is a matter of national interest. 

The memorial volume containing the Congressional eulogies on the life 
and character of the late Stephen Benton Elkins of West Virginia has 
recently been published. 

Randolph County, Ala., Columbia County, Ga., and Ontario County, 
N. Y., are this month’s contributions to the rapidly growing list of soil 
surveys. On sale by the Superintendent of Documents at 15 cents each. 

Special agents series 52, Utilization of atmospheric nitrogen, is one of 
the most extensive and important numbers in this interesting series of 
information reports issued by the Manufactures Bureau. Nitrogen is one 
of the three essentials of plant life. There is a plentiful supply of nitro- 
gen—Consul Norton of Chemnitz, Germany, author of the publication 
under consideration, says the supply is “unlimited.”’ The difficulty is 
to bring it into available form for use by man, especially as a fertilizer. 
The nitrate deposits of Chile are the most available large supply, but they 
must within a comparatively short time be exhausted by the great and 
increasing exportation to American and European countries. The 
United States alone pays $16,000,000 a year for this rock and as much more 
to other countries for other nitrogen compounds. The proportion of free 
elementary nitrogen in the atmospheric air is 78 per cent of its volume and 
75.5 per cent of its weight. Various speculations have been put forward _ 
as to the calamitous effects of extracting the nitrogen from the air, but Mr. 
Norton holds that this supply is unlimited, the amount of this element in 
the column of air above one square mile of land being sufficient to meet 
the world’s needs for 50 years at the present rate of consumption. Sundry 
computations and estimates have been made as to the probable duration 
of the nitrate deposits in Chile and of other possible sources of supply, and 
the conclusion reached, as stated by the author, is this: “Economic 

_ students in Europe, and especially in Germany, feel that the time has 
come when the best talent must be directed to solving the problem of 
utilizing industrially the nitrogen of the air.” This great problem is now 
being worked out in several European countries, under various patents 
and by various processes, which have been investigated and described by 
Mr. Norton in his notable monograph. His summing up fills a couple of 
pages, the sentence of greatest import to American readers being this: “ It 
can be regarded as beyond doubt that the present achievements of applied 
chemistry in this field render it possible for American industry and Amer- 
ican agriculture to face the threatened exhaustion of the nitrate deposits 
of Chile and the demands attendant upon a rapidly growing population 
without any feeling of apprehension.’’ Sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents for 15 cents. 
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House report 756, 62d Congress, 2d session, coming from the Committee 
on Patents, introduces a couple of new classes to literary society. It 
proposes that “Motion-picture photoplays” and “Motion pictures other 
than photoplays”’ shall be added to the list of productions which may be 
protected by copyright, adding this comment: “The occasion for this 
proposed amendment is the fact that the production of motion-picture 
photoplays and motion pictures other than photoplays has become a 
business of vast proportions. The money invested therein is so great and 
the property rights so valuable that the committee is of the opinion that 
the copyright law ought to be so amended as to give to them distinct and 
definite recognition and protection.”” The entry for House report 756 
appears on page 755 of the May Monthly catalogue. 

Vol. 41, Proceedings of the United States National Museum, is now ready 
in cloth. From the Superintendent of Documents, $1.00. 

Standards Bureau has issued (as Circular 13) a 5th edition of Standard 
specifications for incandescent electric lamps. Former specifications 
have been thoroughly revised for this edition. In an introduction Direc- 
tor Stratton says that “although these specifications have been prepared 
primarily for the use of the departments of the Government in buying 
incandescent lamps, it seems desirable, on account of the thoroughness 
with which the subject has been studied and discussed, that the specifi- 
cations should be available to the general public.’’ A caution is given, 
however, that “only those thoroughly instructed in the art of lamp manu- 
facture and in the science of photometry should undertake to determine 
upon the acceptability of lamps under the terms of the specifications.’’ 
The Government is such a very large buyer of electric lamps that the 
establishment of standard specifications for them is a matter of much 
moment. 

The 17th number of the Document index, furnishing a guide to the 
1667 documents and reports ordered printed by the 61st Congress at its 
3d session (Dec. 5, 1910-Mar. 4, 1911) is now ready for delivery. Those 
not officially entitled to receive it free may secure copies, cloth-bound, 
from the Superintendent of Documents, at 30 cents each. 

Farmers’ bulletin 494, Lawn soils and lawns, is just as good for city 
dwellers as for farmers. Likeall other Farmers’ bulletins, it is sold by 
the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents. 

Labor Bureau Bulletin 99 (20 cents) presents detailed tables of whole- 
sale prices of commodities for the years 1890 to 1911. These show that 
1897 was the year of lowest prices and 1910 of highest. Ona scale of 100, 
the average for 1890 was 114, for 1897, 89, and for 1910, 132. 

Education Bureau Bulletin 11, series of 1912, is no. 1 of a subseries 
entitled Current educational topics. This first number gives five papers 
on as many phases of educational progress, no one of them of sufficient 
length to require a separate bulletin for its publication. 

The Navy Department has in type a report of the ceremonies attendant 
on the unveiling of the monument to John Paul Jones, the typical 
American naval hero, which stands in Potomac Park. It will report the 
distinguished speakers of the occasion and have 6 illustrations. Copies 
will be sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 10 cents. 
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The Alaska school service of the Education Bureau has published 
Report on education of the natives of Alaska and the reindeer service, 
1910-11, which is partly a reprint ofa chapter from the Annual report of 
the commissioner of education but in larger part reports from teachers 
in the Government schools in Alaska. These teachers perform a dual 
service. They are also superintendents of the reindeer herds in their 
vicinity. In June, 1911, there were 33,629 reindeer in Alaska, the 
descendants of 1,280 of the animals imported from Siberia during the 
10 years 1892-1902. From an economic point of view the most important 
work of the Bureau in Alaska is the reindeer service. It has become the 
most efficient instrument in elevating the native races. Its civilizing 
effect upon the Eskimo especially has been remarkable. The reindeer 
increase rapidly. Their meat is in demand by both whites and natives 
and their skins supply the most satisfactory winter clothing. The report 
declares it to be probable ‘‘that the exportation of reindeer meat will 
eventually become an industry of extensive proportions.” 

A 2d edition of Public health bulletin 35, The relation of climate to the 
treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis, has been issued. It says that 
‘‘physicians are practically agreed that there is no specific climate for 
tuberculosis.’”” But the out-door life is good in all climates. 

The negotiation of treaties between sovereign countries is a work of 
much deliberation. Treaty series 568, just published by the State De- 
partment, isa convention relating to wireless telegraphy which was signed 
at Berlin Nov. 3, 1906, by the representatives of 27 powers. Its ratifi- 
cation was advised by the United States Senate Apr. 3, 1912. This 
action was ratified by President Taft Apr. 22, 1912. The ratification. 
was deposited with the German Government May 17, 1912. The treaty 
was proclaimed May 25, 1912, and has now been printed—almost six 
years from the time of the signing of the agreement. How many years 
were consumed in coming to the signing point does not appear in the 
record. 

An unnumbered publication in the Forest products laboratory series 
of the Forest Service has for title Experiments with jack pine and hem- 
lock for mechanical pulp. The jack pine and hemlock pulps have been 
made up into paper, of which 9 samples in a pocket are attached to the 
publication. The samples are made from different combinations of the 
pulps, and show that in the absence of better materials jack pine and hem- 
lock might be depended upon for usable papers. This bulletin is not 
available for the public, the short supply of jack pine paper for the illus- 
trative sam»les limiting the edition to a small number. 

Education Bureau Bulletin 9, series of 1912, has new ideas init. The 
title is Country schools for city boys. 

Miners’ circular 4, The use and care of mine-rescue breathing apparatus, 
can be supplied by the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents a copy. 
The same price will buy Miners’ circular 6, Permissible explosives tested 
prior to Jan. 1, 1912, and precautions to be taken in their use. It is ex- 
plained in the circular that ‘‘permissible” explosives ‘“‘give a short and 
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relatively cool flame that is less likely to ignite inflammable gas or coal 
dust than is the longer and hotter flame of dynamite or the longer and 
much more lasting flame of black powder.” Even with the permissible 
explosives great caution is required, and a long list of warnings is supplied. 
The designated explosives are permissible only when used under certain 
conditions which are set forth in the circular. 


ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY 


The President’s Commission on Economy and Efficiency has recently 
published several important documents. One is called Outline of classi- 
fication of objects of Government expenditure on a uniform basis, with 
symbols for convenient reference to price lists and catalogues, suggested 
for use in making descriptive entries on documents and records, as a means 
of facilitating current work and of reducing the cost of analyzing accounts 
‘and of making special reports. This voluminous title seems to leave little 
in the way of information to be desired, but it will interest librarians to 
know also that the classification of objects of expenditure adopted by the 
Commission is a decimal system, resembling very much, and probably 
‘based upon, the Dewey system of library classification in use in a majority 
of American public libraries. 

Another recent publication of the Economy Commission is Circular 20, 
Suggested forms for reporting assets and liabilities, revenues and expenses, 
funds and appropriations, together with definitions of Governmental 
accounting and reporting terms. 

Another is Report to the President on the use of the outline of organi- 
zation of the Government, prepared by the Commission as a means for 
showing currently organization conditions of the Government. 


NATURAL WONDERS 


‘The Interior Department has issued a pamphlet giving more informa- 
tion as to those natural wonders of the American continent which have 
received official recognition by the Government than has before been 
brought into one compilation. Its title is Report on Platt and Wind 
Cave national parks, Sullys Hill Park, Casa Grande Ruin, Muir Woods, 
Petrified Forest, and other national monuments, including list of bird 
reserves. This title does not enumerate all the contents. There are 
now 17 national monuments administered by the Interior Department, 
10 by the Agriculture Department, and 1 by the War Department. De- 
scriptive notes are given to 27 of the 28 and also a map or diagram of each. 
There are now 52 bird reserves, and these are all listed, though more 
briefly. Sold by Superintendent of Documents, 10 cents. 


TIMELY WARNINGS 


Reprint 81, from vol. 27, nos. 21 and 22, of Public health reports, the 
weekly periodical published by the Public Health and Marine-Hos- 
pital Service, is made up of two papers by Dr. W. C. Rucker, Assistant 
Surgeon General of that Service, entitled Sanitary advice for summer 
tourists and Sanitary advice for keepers of summer resorts. 
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Dr. Rucker does not let the facts that he is a high official and is writing 
a public document override his natural bent for expressing himself pic- 
turesquely and in a way to make his statements of scientific fact impress 
themselves on the reader’s memory. The chief enemies of health 
against which he warns summer tourists and the managers of summer 
resorts are typhoid fever, house flies, and mosquitoes, and some of his 
racy sentences read thus: 

“The only bad thing about night air is the mosquito which it contains.’’ 

‘Most summer resort keepers breed their own mosquitoes.’’ 

‘Flies are bred in filth and lead a life of sin and iniquity.’’ 

“The model summer resort has no flies.’’ 

“At the present time typhoid fever is essentially a disease of the 
country.”’ 

“The best advertisement that any country resort can have is a clean, 
airy, wholesome dairy, in which clean cows are milked by clean laborers, 
and in which the processes to which the milk is subjected follow a clean- 
liness of levitical scrupulosity.’’ 


NEW SERIES 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has published the first issue, 
effective on July 1, 1912, of Form of income and profit and loss state- 
ment for steam roads as prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in accordance with section 20 of the act to regulate commerce.

THE QUESTION OF INVERSION 


The agitation as to the continuance or abolition of the Commerce Court 
has not involved the libraries, but there is a phase of it which was the 
cause of hot debate in library conferences years before the Commerce 
Court was thought of. 

It is that of the inversion of titles in the alphabetic cataloguing of pub- 
lic documents. The original legal titles of most Government offices 
begin with the word department or bureau or court or office or division. 
To alphabet under such names is virtually no alphabeting at all, because 
it gives rows of the words department, bureau, court, office, and division, 
with the significant or designating word buried out of easy sight. Still, 
it is of course desirable to follow the legal form of the title—if it can be 
ascertained, and some cataloguers think it obligatory to follow it no 
matter where it may lead. Besides the loss of any useful alphabetic 
order, these cataloguers have the additional difficulty—and this is 
almost an insuperable one—of finding out what the legal titles of many 
Government organizations really are. The name given by law at the 
time of a bureau’s creation is not often adhered to in appropriation acts 
or other subsequent laws. 

In compiling the 3d edition of the Checklist of United States public 
documents efforts were made to ascertain the legal designation of all 
Government establishments. In the course of the inquiry heads of 
offices were found who frankly acknowledged that they did not know 
what were the legal designations of the organizations they were admin- 
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istering. In the Checklist, page 493, the following note is found under 
the heading Indian Affairs Office: ‘‘There is no law establishing the 
name of the Washington office, but there is some authority of law for 
every name by which it has been known, e. g.: Indian Department, 
Office of Indian Affairs, Office of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
Indian Office, and Indian Bureau. The present usage in the office 
itself, and in recent Congressional directories, Registers of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, and Official registers of the United States is in 
favor of ‘Office of Indian Affairs’ as its official name.’’ Here the cata- 
loguer who feels obliged to use only the legal title may be puzzled to 
choose, while the cataloguer who uses the distinguishing word continues 
to alphabet under “Indian” and makes a uniform record no matter what 
pranks the statutes and common usage may play with official titles. 

The complications in the name or names of the Indian Office are nothing 
unusual. Such confusion is among the commonest occurrences in official 
literature. The law creating the Education Bureau said ‘there shall 
be a bureau in the Interior Department which shall be called and known 
as the Office of Education,’’ yet the very next year Congress appropriated 
for it under the title Bureau of Education. In a recent appropriation 
bill, in the same paragraph one of the largest Government establishments 
is called both Bureau of Pensions and Pension Office. Such instances 
might be cited almost without limit. 

Another body of cataloguers hold that alphabeting which really alpha- 
bets, that is, which brings the distinguishing and significant word of the 
title into its correct alphabetic order where it may be most quickly and 
easily found, is the really vital thing in cataloguing, and that to secure 
it the legal titles may properly be inverted when necessary. This has 
been always the attitude and practice of the Public Documents Office, 
which, however, has always welcomed the rare occasions when it was 
possible to bring the distinguishing word in true alphabetic order without 
inversion. 

Here is where the Commerce Court comes in. When the bill to estab- 
lish it first came up the title stood Court of Commerce, but before it was 
passed some one secured the substitution of Commerce Court, thus remov- 
ing one cause of controversy in the American Library Association. When 
the legal form of the title brings the significant word to the front, so that 
it automatically falls into its proper alphabetic order, everybody is 
satisfied and no ground for argument remains. 

Librarians and cataloguers are not the only persons who would like to 
have the distinguishing words of official titles placed first in order. The 
common speech of the people shows that this liking is universal. It 
appears everywhere except in the legal form as expressed in the statutes, 
and that form is universally disregarded by popular usage when it rele- 
gates the significant word to the rear. Nobody says Department of the 
Interior, or Department of State, or Department of War, or Department 
of the Navy or Bureau of Chemistry, or Bureau of Fisheries, but Interior 
Department, State Department, War Department, Navy Department, 
Chemistry Bureau, Fisheries Bureau, or even more frequently Fish 
Bureau. Even in the cases of words like Agriculture and Congress, which 
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the people hesitate to use adjectively, they substitute an adjectival form 
for the designating noun rather than throw the distinctive word in the 
rear, and thus they incorrectly say Congressional Library and Agricultural 
Department. This latter form can be found in the publications of the 
Agriculture Department itself. 

This instinctive use of the significant word at the beginning of official 
titles is not confined to the common speech of the people. Official litera- 
ture is full of it. In the Congressional record, in the appropriation bills, 
and in the index to the statutes the inverted titles are constantly encoun- 
tered. So nearly universal is this practice that one scarcely knows where 
to look for the formal legal titles of departments and bureaus except in the 
statutes by which they were originally created, and it seems something 
like affectation to go back to the sources for forms of catalogue entries 
which when found are unfamiliar and inconvenient to readers.
